Billion-a-Year Program Questioned—Lodge,| 
Connally in Dispute Over Scope 
of Proposed Imports. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP) 
—ECA chief Paul Hoffman today 
suggested ployment insur- 
ance and job training to protect 


thrown out of their jobs by one 
billion-dollars-a-year imports of 


European goods. 

Hoffman made this cstpedia to 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee after Senator Lodge 
(Rep.), Massachusetts demanded 
that European imports be spread 
fairly to avoid placing the bur- 
den on only a few industries. 

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration now is setting up a 
staff in Paris to help Marshall 
plan countries find sales for one 
billion dollars of goods a year in 
this country. Hoffman insists 
this is the only way Europe can 
earn enough dollars to be self- 
supporting. He said that amount 
would be only about 1 per cent 
of the total goods produced in the 
United States each year. 

Some Senators have given cau- 
tious support to this program. 
Others say it will put American 
workers on relief rolls. 

Fears ‘Exaggerated.’ 

Hoffman said the possible dis- 
placement of American workers 
by such imports has been “great- 
ly exaggerated.” He said he sees 
no immediate problem, but that 
the United States cannot disre- 
gard its possible impact on work- 
ers. Job training, he said, might 
prepare workers for new employ- 
ment. 

In exchanges with the ECA 
\chief over the import. plans, 
Lodge called for increased oil 
imports tao ease the coal situation 
and free the United States from 
threat of strikes shutting off fuel 
supplies. 

Lodge said western Europe 
planned to step up exports of 
foodstuffs, fibers, cotton, textile 
products, lead, asbestos, watches, 
clocks, type-setting machinery and 
other products to this country. 

He noted that oil was not on 
the list. 

He said the American petroleum 
industry is exporting $600,000,000 
worth of oil a year to Britain. 

. Charges Oil Subsidy. 

Lodge insisted that ECA is in 
effect promoting a subsidy for 
American oil companies by giv- 
ing Britain dollars under. the

Hoffman replied that Britain is 
expanding its oil production in the 
Middle East and the Caribbean— 
but doesn’t have enough now for 
its own needs. He said even if

Chairman Connally (Dem.), of 
oil-producing Texas, broke in to 
ask “how about importing shoes 
and watches and textiles?” These 
are chief products of New Eng- 
land, from where Lodge comes. 

Lodge retorted: “They're plan- 
ning to do it. I'm trying to spread 
these imports over a wider field.”

But “desperate measures” need not ° 


be warlike ones. The problem is simply to adopt 
a course of action which is reasonable, moderate 


’ and sufficient to the need. Until the peoples of 


the West have found out definitely what the 
need is through discussions with the East, 
cannot select a wise course. , 

‘And, finally, Secretary Acheson and Foreign 
Minister Bevin say any new discussions should 
be conducted in the United Nations. In truth, 
they ought to be conducted in the UN, but the 
UN has been ‘stalled by the insistence of each 
side that its Chinese candidate is the only real 
ruler of China. 

This sialemate, however, is no reason to sur- 
render all hope of reaching agreement for péace. 
There is a way around the current impasse, a 
way provided in the UN structure. It assumes 
frequent meetings of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers of the big powers to discuss changing 
world conditions. 

Such meetings were held “with relative fre- 
quency at first. But it has been nearly nine 
months since the last meeting of the council, 
nine months in which many changes have been. 
wrought in the world. In the Occident, the 
Communist-democratic split has been gravely 
widened. In the Orient, Mao has ousted Chiang 
from China, a free Indonesia has been formed, 
and the battleground hag shifted to Indochina. 

Far-reaching events, indeed. Yet there has 
been no effort to examine them together since 
last June, Instead, the world has drifted so far 
apart that the United States has been forced to 
go ahead with the hydrogen bomb. 

There is no justification for easy optimism 
regarding the ability of the foreign ministers 
even to make a beginning toward patching up the 
split or ending the cold war. But it is conceiv- 
able that Russia, now that it has brought China 
into its sphere, may be willing to negotiate a 
truce. A meeting of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers could open a way to presentation of 
such proposals. It could seek ways to re-activate 
the UN, and achieve effective’ international 
atomic energy control. 

Perhaps such a meeting would accomplish 
nothing. If nothing can be achieved, it is essen- 
tial that the West know it, instead of just assum- 
ing, guessing and hoping. 
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Toast to Roger Baldwin 


Many St. Louisans will be present in spirit 
at the Washington’s birthday dinner in New 
York in honor of Roger Baldwizri.

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The Break With Bulgaria 

Mere disapproval of Bulgaria’s Communist 
Government would not justify, and does not ex- 
plain, the end of diplomatic relations with her. 
Though the United States decided on the break, 
the. conditions for it were made in Sofia, if not 
in Moscow. 3 

This country fully recognizes mafiy govern- 
ments of which it does not approve, and Secre- 
tary Acheson wishes to add even Franco Spain to 
the list. Diplomacy serves as one way, however 
slight, for this Government to communicate with 
another. And when diplomacy goes, the curtain 
is down between peoples as well as governments. 

Bulgaria, however, has played a game of dip- 
lomatie tit-for-tat which makes further relations 
impossible. In the sequence of events were the 
imprisonment of 15 Protestant leaders, the re- 
sultant American protest that Bulgaria violated 
its peace treaty by crushing civil liberties, and 
the Kostov trial. 

After Kostov was tried under a retroactive 
treason law, and a “confession” was written for 
him after he was hanged, Bulgaria came under 
an inner cabinet consisting entirely of former 
Soviet citizens, now! dominated by a man who 
calls himself Chervenkov, “the Red Wolf.” 

This crew accused United States Minister 
Donald Heath of conspiracy with Kostov, refused 
to print his denial, executed two Bulgarian em- 
ployes of the legation in connection with Kos- 
tov, restricted the movement of legation officers, 
and finally demanded that Heath be recalled. 

If the State Department had given in to this 
demand, the Red Wolf’s Government would have 
@sed the surrender to prove how right it was. A 
precedent would have been established for brow- 
beating American’ officials without regard for in- 
ternational law or diplomatic practice and, in 
fact, for making it physically impossible for them 
to do the work of diplomacy. 

No diplomacy is preferable to diplomacy such 
as that. —

A Letter to the Post-Dispatch From Carl A. McCandless, 
Political Science Department, Washington’ University 


Your editorial “The Freeholders Divide” 
focuses attention on a question the answer 


' to which may determine in large. measure 


the success or failure of the work of the 
St. Louis Board.of Freeholders. 


Does this city charter commission have 
authority, under terms of the new State 
Constitution, to abolislt the existing inde- 
pendent county offices and assign their 
functions to regular city offices? 

The affirmative answer to this question 
submitted to the commission by its two 
legal counselors is certainly supported by 
the language of the Coastitution. If. the 
commission will act. on this advice, it will 
be a great step forwand toward better city 
government, 

One point, however, which was prob- 
ably considered by commission counsel 
but which has not been emphasized in the 
press, needs further clarification. The pow- 
er to abolish the so-called county offices 
rests on two provisions of the Constitution. 

The first specifically states that the city 
of St. Louis is also a county. The second 
authorizes all counties with populations in 
excess of 85,000 to frame and adopt home- 
rule charters which may designate, “the 
number, kinds, manner of selection, terms 
of office and salaries of county officers. .:” 

These two provisions taken together cer- 
tainly establish the legal right of St. Louis 
to have home rule as a county just as it is 


the Freeholders be undone by later court 
action. 


There is a method whereby this legal . 


difficulty can be overcome, and although 
action should have been taken long ago, 
it may still not be too late. The Freehold- 
ers should be made a county charter com- 
mission as well as a city commission fol- 
lowing the procedure prescribed by the 
Constitution. 

This will require, first, the presentation 
of petitions signed by a number of voters 
equal to 20 per cent of the total vote cast 
for Governor in the last election within 
the city asking that a county commission 
be appointed. This can be accomplished 
if the present Freeholders will take the 
initiative in circulating petitions. 

. The second step presents a greater dif- 
ficulty. In response to these petitions, 
county charter commissioners will be ap- 
pointed by the circuit and: probate judges 


/ of the city. The Freeholders can consult 


with the judges and request them, in so 
far as it is possible, to appoint the present 
members of the Board of Freeholders to 
be members of a county commission. 

One other complicating factor will have 


have 14 members whereas the city com- 
mission has only 13, and the county com- 
mission must have seven Republicans and 
seven Democrats. This means that some 
new members will have to be appointed,

What Might Have Been. 


Whether they meant it or not, 
the net impression of the Truman 
and Acheson press conferences 
was that they had slammed tlie 
door. Both the President and . 
Acheson failed to realize that 
they did not provide some kind 
of leadership of their own, they 
would lose their leadership of 
popular opinion. 

It would have been so simple, 
and so much wiser, to have ac- 
companied the announcement of 
the H-bomb with the statement— 
which would have been as re- 
assuring as it would have been 
true—that American policy would 
now have to be revised and re- 
considered in the light of the new 
situation. That would not have 
committed the Administration to 
rush off to Moscow for an un- 
prepared and unpropitious con- 
ference. But it would have satis- 
fied the American people, would 
have made sense to our friends 
and allies abroad, and would have 
told Stalin that if eventually he 
wishes to negotiate seriously, our 
position will not be frozen where 
it was in 1946.

In other fields there is mani- 
festing itself the same tendency 
to mistake flexibility for weak- 
ness, and to regard immovability 
as strength. The effect is a tend- 
ency to reduce our foreign policy 
to the question of how much 
money and how many weapons 
Congress can be induced to vote 
in order to strengthen the weak 
situations. This is an attempt to 
conduct foreign policy without 
resorting to diplomacy. 

The amount of money and mili- 
tary help needed to ‘make Indo- 
china strong will be ever so much 
greater if we are going to wage 
an undeclared war against Mao 
than if we recognize him; admi 
him to the United Nations, an 
try to defend Indochina by diplo- 
macy in Peiping as well as by ma- 
terial aid, and not solely by sub- 
sidizing resistance to a guerrilla 
war in Indochina. .« 

Germany is another example of 


‘a situation which is weak, in Mr. 


Acheson’s ‘sense, and is deterio- 
rating at an alarming rate. It 
will. not be’ made strong by 
money, though money is needed, 
nor by military measures, though 
American military preparedness 
is essential. The weakness of our 
position in Germany is due to the 
fact that our over-all conception 
of the German future is unwork- | 
able and unacceptable. 


Return to Realities. 


We shall steadily lose influence 
in Germany and our power over 
the future of Germany as long 
as we identify ourselves with par- 
tition, occupation and the sub- 
ordination of our part of Ger- 
many as a second-class member 
of a Western coalition. 

The strengthening of the Ger- 
man situation requires above all 
—not more money, not more arms 
and certainly not more rhetoric— 
but a diplomatic reorientation to 
the realities of the German po- 
sition. 

In all these situations—atomic 
warfare, Southeast Asia, Germany 
~—the increasing weakness is di- 
rectly related to our frozen poli- 
cies.

“Ain’t is a corruption of an old 
contraction for “am not.” 
originally written “a’n’t” and pro- 
nounced: ahnt. By some unex- 
plained linguistic quirk “a’n’t” 
lost one of its apostrophes and 
grew an excrescent and meaning- 
less “i,” becoming “ain't,” which 
took on the, spelling pronuncia- 
tion “aint” (to rhyme with paint),

' “There’s about as much resem- 
blance between the beauty par- 
lor of today and that of yester- 
year as there is between a sur- 
geon’s office as it is now and as 
it used’to be,” says Charles W. 
Godefroy, who is something of an 
authority on both today and “yes- 
teryear” in the beauty profession. 
A walking history’ of the hair 
dressing busin he is the: son of 
Alexandre F. efroy, who jn- 
vented the hair dryer, electric ° 
curling iron, and shampoo board, 
and he himself has added some 
improvements to the hair coloring 
business. For 43 years he has 
headed the Godefroy Manufactur- 
ing Co., 3510 Olive street, and his 
memory goes back 60 years to his 
father’s hair dressing business in 
a building where Famous-Barr 
now stands. 

“We used to outfit shops in 
those days with household fur- 
nishings because there was no 
such thing as beauty shop equip- 
ment,” Godefroy recalls. “There 
were full length mirrors with a 
marble shelf near the bottom, and 
ordinary straight wooden chairs. 
No booths—when two or three 
customers were there, they sat 
‘side by side. No white linens or 
sterilized equipment; today’s 
standards of sanitation were un- 
known then. And, of course, there 
was only ope hair dressing parlor 
for every 100,000 inhabitants.” 

Early beauty parlors sold cos- 
metics (called “preparations” 
then), fancy combs, hair orna- 
ments, wigs and other hair trans-_ 
formatiéns, and related merchan- 
dise. Godefroy often has reflect- 
ed that they might have become 
as diversified as a drug store 
had it not been for a decision of 


‘his father’s. 


The promoter of the first soda 
fountain in St. Louis approached 
Godefroy senior for space to in- 
stall it in his beauty parlor. Gode- 
roy senior turned the idea over 
- his: mind, but finally rejected

One of the major 
discoveries was Godefroy senior’s 
invention in the 1880s of the hot 
blast dryer. The Bunsen 
burner was the inspiration for 
this idea. At first Godefroy tried 
putting a screen around the burn- 
er and letting the heat rise. Then 
he put the burner in a brass box 
with a pyramid arising from the 
box, a tube from the pyramid, 
and, at head level, a hood which 
covered the head. On the inside 
were cup hooks and the victim's 
hair was draped over these while 
she sat, comparatively comfort- 
able, and need. 


HEN he visited a dentist 


in a nearby building,” his . 


son recalls, “and noticed 


a treadle wheel arrangement used _ 


on the drill. He thought this 
might drive the air faster, so he 
rigged up one with that. Then the 
electric fan came in and he made 
a fan arrangement bait it prompt- 
ly blew the flame out. Finally, he 
decided, if’ he couldn’t have the 
horse draw the wagon, he’d have 
it push. So he put the flame on 
the outside and the fan inside. 
The hot air reached the fan and 
the result was the first hot blast 
hair dryer.” 

Beauty magazines of the day 
pdvertised it ecstatically ‘as a 
contraption that would dry “the 
heaviest suit of hair in 10 min- 
utes.” Ironically, Godefroy senior 
did not take out a patent on it. 


and as the electrical . manufac- 
turer of the gadget pointed out 
reasonably enough, “Where would 
you sell it?” Today, of course, 
there are 100,000 beauty parlors 
in the country, some with 100 
hair dryers. : 

Godefroy kept improving the 

hair dryer, though, with new ad- 
ditions: The 1904 model, a de 
luxe one, had a built-on table, a 
spark for easier lighting, and a 
screen so the girls’ dresses didn’t 
catch on fire. Meanwhile, he had 
invented a shampoo shield for 
easier washing. This was a kind 
of framework that was stretched 
over the customer’s head while 
her hair was pulled through an 
opening at the top. Then the 
framework was drawn up until 
it fitted like a tight brimmed, 
crownless hat. 
'. Other inventions of his includ- 
ed an- electric curling iron—per- 
fected in 1888 when most people 
still were afraid to use electricity 
—and a gas burner for heating 
curling irons.

This was ex- 
tremely pleasing to East, who 
grabbed the first trick with the 
club king and promptly banged 
down the ace! South ‘of course 
ruffed, then rattled off the en- 
tire trump suit, discarding two 
hearts and a club from dummy. 


The lead of the last trump 
made West extremely uncomfort- 
able! Only he could guard dum- 
my’s club nine at this point, and 
the heart ace was also a rather 
important card to keep!

ENT is a penitential season 
L. .. a time when men once 

put on hair-shirts, sacri- 
ficing any hope of bodily ease 
for 40 days. G. K. Chesterton 
once said that St. Thomas 
Becket wore a hair-shirt under 
his purple, so that the people 
might have the benefit of the 
purple, and he might have the 
benefit of the penance. 

Those whose lives are a con- 
stant search for sensate pleas- 
ures find it hard to understand 
why anyone should ever have 
worn a hair-shirt. But in ages 
of universal faith, everybody 
knew that the hair-shirt, like 
fasting, was a form of penance; 
it was to be what St. Paul 
called a “thorn in the flesh,” a 
sacrifice of comfort in order to 
tame a man’s errant desires and 
rampaging instincts for self- 
indulgence. Although it is 
probably impossible to buy a 
hair-shirt in Anierica today, it 
does not follow that modern 
men have less need for asceti- 
cism—nor that they are not 
given mnances as severe as 
those o ao" agg men, 

x * 

AS MANY PEOPLE wear. 
“hair-shirts” now as ever be- 
fore in history: but they are 
not called by that name, and 
they are not always assumed 
in the-sacrificial spirit approp- 
riate to Lent. The modern “hair- 
shirt” is the sum of trials, an- 
noydnhces, and criticisms which 
surround one in the tense and 
nervous world of today. A hair- 
shirt may take the form of ris- 
ing early to get to work on 
time; of taking dictation from 
a man whose voice is so low that 
he can hardly be ,heard: of 
answering an endless series of 
foolish questions at the Infor- 
mation Desk; of a gum-chewing 
assistant, or a colleague who 
blows smoke-rings in your face, 
or—commonest of all—the hard 
grind of working to make both 
ends meet. 

Any of these trials is an oc- 
casion for penance, if one 
chooses to accept it and offer it 
up to God. A hair-shirt of this 
sort is not one we put on our- 
selves; it is our neighbor who 
puts it on us. And he usually 
puts it on to stay. «+ 

The old hair-shirt could be 
taken off, if the suffering be- 
came too great; the new one 
sticks to us like a plaster. The 
old hair-shirt was made to 


measure; the new one takes our 
measure. The older _ ascetic 
risked losing all the benefit of 
his hair-shirt if he became 
proud of the fact that he wore 
it. But she new hair-shirt is al- 
ways humbling: no man ¢an be 
proud of the fact that he knows 
a bore, or that his car got stuck 
half-an hour in traffic. The 
older penitents were expected 
to take off their hair-shirts op 
Holy Saturday; but the new 
hair-shirt outlasts every Lent. 
ae 

THE TRAGEDY IS that most 
modern wearers of the hair- 
shirt get no spiritual benefit 
out of it. Their trials and frus- 
trations irritate and annoy them, 
making them complain, making 
them only rebellious and “dif- 
ficult.” Because they do not use 
their trials~properly they have 
the pain, but miss the merit. 

Pain and sacrifice are vastly 
different things—but the dif- 
ference lies in the will, and not 
in the degree of suffering. Pain 
is sacrifice without the love of 
God. Sacrifice is pain com- 
bined with love of God. There 
is an enormous difference be- 
tween the woman who diets 
and the woman who fasts—al- 
though they may both lose 15 
pounds. But one does it for 
the sake of her body, and the 
other for the sake of her soul.

TO GAIN MERIT from our 
inescapable hair-shirts, two ba- 
sic beliefs are needed. One 
must first acknowledge the fact 
that man is a composite of body 
and soul, and that a real effort 
will be required to keep the 
body the servant of the soul. 
The second essential is a belief 
in the Redemption which shows 

us how, by penance, we may 
make up for our own past fail- 
ings, and even for the faults of 
others.
